More Direct Democracy 

With only four week to go before the deadline, the 
Gann spending limitation initiative Is more than 100,000 
signatures short of qualification. 

The Gann initiative is not so much a limliation on 
spending as the creation of a new process in government. 

If enacted, the public would have the opportunity to 
change the levels of spending up or down, as they saw 
fit. If the limitation formulas in the Gann initiative proved 
too high or too low, the voters, by a simple majority, 
couki change them. 

Virtually any defect that might emerge over time can 
be addressed through an Increase or decrease in the limi¬ 
tation. Ljke the initiative and referendum process Itself, 
this proposal would provide an opportunity for direct 
action by the people — in this case, to determine tlie 

level of spe.ndlng they want. 

It promises to add to the arsenal of direct democracy 
— recall, referendum, and inlative — a fourth instrument 
of popular control, this one over state and local budgets. 

The measuie would prevent the buildup of excessive 
surpluses. It would require that hidden taxes in the form 
of excessive fees and charges be included in the limitation. 
And it would exempt from its limits governmental reve¬ 
nues derived from reasoitable fees, charges, leases, fed¬ 
eral funds, and gifts, focusing instead on control of tax 

revenues. . . 

If the Gann Initiative is not qualified, the prospect, 
for permanent expenditure cxmtrol In California are dim¬ 
med considerably. 

Unfair Practice Noted! 

The continued operation of "sweatshops” in the Cali¬ 
fornia garment Industry came under attack in Sacramento 
recently. State Senator Joseph B. Montoya (D-San Gabriel 
Valley) Lntroducred comprehensive legislation requiring the 
licensing of the garment manufacturers and contractors. 

'This exploitation of workers simply cannot be sane 
ticMwd bv our society. Unscrupulous contractors and manu¬ 
facturers are neither creating Jobs nor improving produc¬ 
tivity. They are simply being greedy,” Montoya said. 

Legislative attention to the garment manufacurlng in- 
dusiry has bete.n growing throughout the decade. As an 
Assemblyman, Montoya led an effort In 1973 to prevent 
irvdustrial homework .<!chemes Vluch led to a law effec¬ 
tive in 1976. During the la.st legislative session, Asssem- 
blyman Rosenthal raised the licensing issue in a bill he 
later withdIe^v after extensive opposition from garment 

manufacturers. , ,u„ 

Persistent charges of unfair labor practices In the 
garment industry led to a .special state task force last 
year by he Department of Labor. Ninety per cent of the 
1 083 manufacturers visited in Los Angeles County by the 
tLik force were found to be in violation of minimum wage 
and overtime la%^-s. Owir one third of the garment manu¬ 
facturers also failed to cover their employees with workers 
compomsation insurance 

enormous public effort and cost of the special 
.state ta.sk force cannot be couitinued,” .stated Montoya. 
"What is needed for all concerned is a system to prevent 
these violations before rather than after the fact.

Gn-yene. chairman of the Senate Industrial Relations Com 
mlttee and Assemblyman Art Torres. Joining them as ad- 
dhlonal co authors are; Assemblyman Wray, Kaplloff, Cha¬ 
con ajid Alatorre along with Senators Garcia and Watimn. 

Gann Cutoff: March 10 

Signature gatherers were working against a March 10 
practical deadline to qualify the Gann spending limitation 

initiative for the June 1960 ballot. 

As of February 13. canva.ssers for Proposition 13 
author Paul Gann's “Spirit of 13” had collected 4^..J19 
signatures, according to a siiokeswoman. 

A total of 750,000 signatures were being sought to as¬ 
sure the initiative a place on the ballot even if as many 
at 25 per cent of the signatures were to be declared invalid. 

The measure needs 5&4,000 valid signatures to qualify, 
a figure based by law on a percentage of the total v.ne 
cas for the office of governor in the prior gubernatorial 
general elecdion. Prior to the 1978 general election, the 
SecTCtar\' of State’s Office had erroneously fixed ihe total 
number of signatures needed at just under 500,000. basing 
the figure on the vote ca.st for governor in the 1974 gen¬ 
eral electioa ,, ,. 

The Gann initiative would constitutionally limit state 
and local government spending In California to prior- 
year expenditures aljus ed for the growth in population 
and Inflation. At least five similar measures are pending 
before the legislature, but their oliacices of passage wou.U 
dim dramalieally if the Gann measure .should fail to win 
a place on th 0 ballot, many observers agree.

Adjusted gross income is gro.ss income minus busi¬ 
ness deductions and other selec.ed deductions. 

The statewide mi'dian aljustod gro.ss income on all 
returns was $11,177 for the 1977 tax year. Married couples 
reported $18,274 median adjusted gross income while heads 
of household reported $8,670 and single returns icported 

$.3,908. , ... 

Con’ra Costa County retained its number one position 

with the higliest median income for all returns, $15,427, 
the board reported. Marin County again had the highest 
median for joint returns, $24,896. Ixrs Angeles County, «>n- 
sti luting one-third of all returns filed, had a median in¬ 
come of $10,747 for all returns and $18,262 for joint returns. 

Median income an joint returns may be indicative of 
"average family income,” no ed the board, although actual 
household income data cannot be derived from tax re¬ 
turns Returns of single persons include not only indepen¬ 
dent family units but also students and others who are 
members of other households and not primary wage 
earners. Refunds from the refundable renter’s credit and 
withlield taxes on wages Increase the niumber of returns 
fild by persons w'h.o owe no tax. 

Most income is reported on returns, but Social Security 
Income unemployment benefits, welfare payments and 
tax-exempt bond interest and portions of capital gains are 
not included in adjusted gross Income. 

About 95 per cent of California’s civilian population is 
represented on tax returns, according to the board.

Not bad for a tax cut 
bill! Instead of letting taxes 
strangle us. why not go 
along with Assemblym a n 
Rogers and help him bury 
the California Inheritanw 
Tax?
